His kindness toward the 
woman he had so cruelly deserted did 
not seem natural, and hei friends be- 
came suspicious that he was playing 
the part of a deceiver.

"There must be some- 
thing behind this; Ornauer and 
his 
wife seem to be on good terms, some- 
thing which he frequently said was im- 
possible." 
Curiosity was aroused and 
Mrs. Ornauer interrogated 
about the 
unusual manner of her husband. "Yes" 
said she, "my husband treats me kind 
and I myseli am puzzled at his actions, 
but something m my heart 
tells me it 
is all false, as my heart always jumps 
in me on his approach, 
I am sick 
with cancer and ought to have an op- 
eration performed, but I am afraid to 
have it done here," 
Soon after she 
was persuaded 
by her physician and 
her friends to undergo the operation, 
the physician assuring her that 
there 
was no danger in the 
undertaking. 
The operation was performed on Sun- 
day, Jan, 4, and was entirely success- 
ful, the doctors agreeing that she could 
leave her room and be out of danger 
on the following Saturday. 


On Tuesday morning after the op- 
operation Ornauer entered 
DehofT's 
jeweiry store on West Market street 
a n d accosted nis son, whose place of 
business he had just closed on an exe 
cution of $400.. 
H e heaped a tirade 
of abuse on his son, hurling vile names 
at him and exhausting his vocabulary. 
The now enraged father acted strange- 
ly, and his manner caubed Mr, Dehoff 
to remark »0 the son: "Jacob there is 
fire in your father's eyes, and from his 
looks 1 am alraid something terrible is 
going to happen," little dreaming that 
the prediction would so soon be ful- 
filled. 


One hour after this exciting scene in 
Dehoffs jewelry store Ornauer went to 
his wife's bedside and 
administered 
to her a dose that relieved him of her 
forever. 
The deadly dose was admin- 
istered from one of two bottles stand- 
ing on the table, 
One of the bottles 
contained 
the 
unfort-unate 
woman's 
medicine, the other contained carbol- 
ic acid, on which was a label bearing 
the caution:: " T o be administered by 
the physician," 
Orders had been giv 
en by the doctor forbidding any one 
to use that bottle, 
Af^.er giving the 
fatal dose Mr. Ornauer informed the 
people in the house that he gave his 
wiJe the wrong medicine by mistake, 
and went for a physician. 
The ladies 
in the house hastened to the woman's 
bedside. 
As soon as they entered she 
said; <»He has 
poisoned me. 
It is 
burning in me. Give me milk," Milk 
was given her but she became uncon- 
scious and did not revive until the phy- 
sician arrived and administered resto- 
ratives, 
At this point her son arrived 
at his dying mother's bedside. 
^'He 
poisoned me; I am done," she said. 


She died about 7 o'clock that even- 
ing in great agony. 


Coroner C. F. Spangler empaneled 
a jury and the following evening they 
examined 
witnesses. 
The 
attending 
physician testified that, such a mistake 
couid be made and the following ver- 


and about a hundred yards from the 
passenger shed, the rear coach left the 
track while cro5sing a switch, and, af- 
ter running fifty feet, turned over on 
its side. 
Conductor A, I. Eckert was 
standing on the front platform when 
the car left the track. 
He grasped the

their heads and bodies, 
J. Mc. Gil- 
bert, of New Oxford, Pa., was the only 
male passenger in the car, and 
was 
more severely hurt ihan any of the 
passengers. 
He was sitting on 
the 
left side of the car, and as it turned on 
its side he was thrown from his seat 
and struck against the iron arm of the 
seat on the opposite side of the car. 
He was knocked senseless, but regain- 
ed consciousness within a few minutes, 
after which he was taken out of the car 
and carried to hiS boarding house. No. 
1002 Hillen street, where he was at- 
tended by Dr, J, W. Chambers, the 
railroad company's physicians. 
His 
back and hip were bruised and 
his 
arms wrenched.

Winebrenner 
and 
daughter 
boarded 
the train at Hanover, 
Pa. 
Both were sitting on the opposite from 
Miss Johnson, and were turown 
vio- 
lently against the side of the car when 
it went over. Ajny was thrown against 
the hot stove, but was rescued by her 
mother, 
Mrs, Winebrenner had both 
hands cut and also received a cut over 
her right eye. 
Amy was cut on 
the 
left side of the head. 
In their fright 
neither remembered how she was taken 
out of the car. 


The railroad officials said they could 
not account for the car turning over. 
The wheels on the lett side ot the car 
ran along the ties and the ballast be- 
tween the rails, while those on the right 
side ran between the tracks and cut 
down into the soft earth. 
This proba- 
bly caused the car to turn over. 
The 
car was almost 
new and 
was 
but 
slightly 
damaged, 
the 
trucks 
and 
wheels not even being torn off.

results with poultry when it is mixied 
with bulky food as it will when it is 
mixed with water and fed. In fact, it 
is claimed that by adding it to some food 
(such as clover hay cut fine, and then 
scalded) better results will be obtained 
from the use of ground grain, as the 
mixture of the whole is not so coacea- 
trated. It is true, also, that hens can be 
as profitably fed oa cut food and grain 
as can cows, only that the food for the 
hens should be cat exceedingly fine—not. 
exceeding half aa iach in length. Any 
kind of hay is accepted by ponltry, but 
clover seems most suitable. Poultry will 
also eat ensilage if it is cut fine enough. 
There is E othing superior for laying hens 
than cooked turnips or potatoes, to which 
ground grain is added. When grain is 
to be fed it will save time and labor to 
feed it unground, but there are also times 
when it is advantageous to allow ground 
grain, but it should always be given as 
an addition to cut food. If all the cut 
food is scalded before adding the grain. 
the entire mess will be improved and ail 
classes of fowls will cat it readily.—Fa 
and fireside.

Mr. Lumholtz writes' 
"Tho Austra^ 
lians are cannibals. 
A fallen foe, be it 
man, woman or child, is eaten as the 
choicest delicacy; they know no greater 
luxury than the flesh of a black man. 
There are superstitious notions connected, 
with cannibalism, and though they have 
no idols and no form of Divine worship, 
they seem to fear an evil being who seems 
to haunt them, 
but of whom 
their 
notions are very vague. 
Of a supreme 
good Being they have no conception 
whatever, nor do they believe in any ex- 
istence after death." 


The blacks do not like to eat white 
people, whose fiesh, they say, has a salt 
taste; but the very thought of black 
human flesh, which they call talgoro, 
makes their eyes sparkle. 
Tho natives 
do not, as a rule, eat persons of their 
own tribe, though there arc instances to 
the contrary; the blacks south of the 
Gulf of Carpentaria, it is said, do not kill 
persons for the sake of eating them, but 
the women eat those who die a natural 
death; near Moreton Bay, also, the dead 
are eaten, and by their own relatives. 
The reason why the white man's flesh is 
held in disgust arises, apparently, from 
the fact of his eating so much salt beef. 
The flesh of the Chinese, whose food con- 
sists largely of rice and other vegetables, 
is much prized. 
It is said that far north 
in Queensland ten Chinamen were de- 
voured at one dinner. 
But during the

bert River only two blacks were killed 
and eaten. 


The uncivilived Australian native is 
usually sound and healthy and not much 
troubled with sickness, with the excep- 
tion of skin diseases, which he gets from 
the white man; but when the Australian 
becomes "civilized" and wear clothes he 
becomes more liable to illness; he re- 
gards clothes simply as ornaments, which

In like manner, butter 
made from milk which has become 
affected with odor from a feverish con- 
dition of the cows, or from carrying in 
closelv covered cans before the animal 
odor has escaped—takes on an unnatural, 
strong and unpleasant taste, aud a 
greasy appearance, unless the odor is re- 
moved before the cream is raised.—

CAKE OF CALVES IN WTXTEB.

farms that young stock do not much 
more than hold then- own from fall to 
spring.

GEOUSD GRAIN. 


Ground grain will give just as good 


results with poultry when it is mixed 
with bulky food as it will when it is 
mixed with water and fed. 
In fact, it 


is claimed that by adding it to some food 
(such as clover hay cut fine, and then 
scalded) better results will be obtained 
from the use of ground grain, as the 
mixture of the whole is not so concen-. 
trated. It is true, also, that hens can be 
as profitably fed on cut food and grain 
as can cows, only that the food for the 
hens should be cut exceedingly fine—not 
exceeding half an inch in length. Any 
kind of hay is accepted by poultry, but 
clover seems most suitable. Poultry will 
also eat ensilage if it is cut fine enough. 
There is rothing superior for laying hens 
than cooked turnips or potatoes, to which 
ground srain is added. When grain is 
to be fed it. will save time and labor to 
feed.it unground, but there are also times 
when it is advantageous to allow ground 
orain, but it should always be given as 
an addition to cut food. If all the cut 
food is scalded before adding the grain, 
the entire mess will be improved and all 
classes of fowls will cat it readily.—Farm 
and Fireside.

SOUTH AMERICA'S LLAMA. 


A STRANGB BtTT INDISPKX»ABLE 


l i t t I j E ORSATURE. 


It Has a Door's Body, Camel's Head. 


8Iieep*s AVool, Mule's Hoofs and 
Horse^s Nct^li—Its Great Value. 


Ouo who has never seen a llama cau 
"hardly form au idea of bow the strange 
little creature looks, with the head of a 
camel, the body of a deer, the wool of a 
sheep, the hoofs of a mule and the neigh 
of a horse. 
It is found nowhere but in 
the Andes, and, says Fannie B. Ward 
in the Washington ¿Ya?', is the more in- 
teresting because it is the only native 
domesticated animal in South America, 
the ox, horse, sheep, hog and all others 
nseful to man having been brought 
originally from some other country. 
It 
in the only beast of burden used in the 
higher altitudes, where mules and horses 
cannot endure the thin air, as it alone is 
exempt from sirroche, its natural home 
being 9000 feet and upward. 
Though 
domesticated in Peru, Bolivia and Chili 
and not able to live below a certain ele- 
vation unless the Weather is very cold, 
great numbers of them run wild on the 
foot-hills and sandy plains of Patogouia, 
even near the level of the sea so far from 
the equator. 


A full grown llama is about the size of 
a year-old colt, standing from four to six 
feet high, and is covered with a long and 
surprisingly thick coat of wool, which, 
however, is seldom sheared, as the ani- 
mal is used only for purposes of trans- 
portation. 
Its usual color is muddy 
brown, while a few are li»ht yellow or 
nearly white. 
The Indians paint the 
latter with liquid dyes and very odd it 
looks to seo a troop of them in all the 
colors of the rainbow, red, blue, purple, 
pink and green, with gay tassels dangling 
from their ears. 
Many of the most valu- 
able mines of Peru and Bolivia could 
hardly be carried ou without these hardy 
and sure-footed little animals, though 
not one of them can be made to bear more 
than a hundred pounds weight, while 
the average load of a mule is 3U0 pounds. 
On all the mountain roads leading from 
the mines hundreds of llamas may be 
seen with bags of barilla, as the pow- 
dered ore is called, fastened to pack 
saddles on their backs by ropes made 
from their own wool, which the Indians 
pull, spin and weave as they walk along. 
Where the trails are dangerously narrow 
each troop is led by one having a bell 
attached to his neck, so that travelers 
coming from the other direction may be 
warned by the ringing to wait in some 
place where there is room enough to pass. 


None but Indians, shy as themselves 
and unhampered by the ways of civiliza- 
tion, can manage llamas, and white men 
never attempt it. If an ounce more than 
100 pounds be added to his burden the 
beast will lie down and refuse to stir 
until the surplus is removed, and when- 
ever he is tired, burden or no burden, he 
is bound to stretch out until Avell rested. 
Meanwhile the patient driver will halt 
all the rest of the flock and lie down too, 
wailing by the roadside until the refrac- 
tory animal is ready to move on. 
An 
Indian never strikes his llamas, the ut- 
most coercion he uses under any circum- 
stances being a gentle push. 
Indeed, 
lie takes better cave of them than he does 
of his own children; perhaps with good 
reason, since the four-footed animals are 
of more value commercially. 
The latter 
are Avorth alive about seven dollars 
apiece, but sell for more when dead, in 
the shape of hides, meat and tallow. The 
natives prefer llama flesh, after it has 
been frozen to any other kind of meat, 
and make great account of the tallow, 
which is called sabo, using it for many 
purposes.

To raise sage iu pcrlection the ground 
should be very rich, with frequent culti- 
vation that will keep it clear from weeds.

They should be sown quite early iu tho 
spring, and the young plants should be 
thinned out, so as to leave them stand- 
ing about fifteen inches apart. 
When 
once established, the sage beds will last 
from year to year, and the plants may be 
multiplied by dividing them. The leaves 
and tender shoots possess some modicinal 
qualities,but are mostly used for culinary 
purposes as a flavoring or dressing. They 
should be cut off as the plant begins to 
flower, and be dried in the shade.—Nexo 
York Wc7^ld. 


ANUrAIi ODOR IN MILK. 


The influence of animal odor in milk 
upon butter is as delecterious as upon 
cheese. 
If the odor of new milk is car- 
ried into cream, and thence worked into 
butter—as it often is by cooling new 
milk too low and too suddenly—the but- 
ter has a modified flavor in consequence. 
The fine aromatic, and clear and de- 
licious taste of the oleine and its essen- 
tial oils, which are developed in butter 
from milk free from such odor, are ob- 
scured and modified so much as not to 
be recognized, and a strong and indis- 
tinct flavor, as if something foreign and 
impure had been mingled with the but- 
ter, takes the place of the naturally 
agreeable taste. 
In like manner, butter 
made from milk which has become 
afliected with odor from a feverish con- 
dition of the cows, or from carrying in 
closely covered cans before the animal 
odor has escaped—takes on an unnatural, 
strong and 
unpleasant taste, 
and 
a 
greasy appearance, unless the odor is re- 
moved 
before the cream is raised.— 
American 
Dairyman. 


FEEDING GROUND GRAIN. 


Ground grain will give just as good 
results with poultry when it is mixed 
with bulky food as it will when 
it is 
mixed with water and fed.

is claimed that by adding it to some food 
(such as clover hay cut fine, and then 
scalded) better results will be obtained 
from the use of ground grain, 
as the 
mixture of the whole is not so concen- 
trated. 
It is true, also, that hens can be 
as profitably fed on cut food and grain 
us can cows, only that the food for the 
hens should be cut exceedingly fine—not 
exceeding half an inch in length. 
Any 
kind of hay is accepted by poultry, but 
clover seems most suitable. 
Poultry will 
also eat ensilage if it is cut fine enough. 
There is nothing superior for laying hens 
than cooked turnips or potatoes, to which 
ground grain is added. 
When grain is 
to be fed it will save time and labor to 
feed it unground, but there are also times 
when it is advanmgeous to allow ground 
grain, but it should alwaj^s be given as 
an addition to cut food. 
If all the cut 
food is scalded before adding the grain, 
the entire mess will be improved and all 
classes of fowls will cat it readily.—Fann 
uiid Fireside» 


GOOD WORDS FOR THE COW PEA, 


The cow pea seems especially adapted 
to the wants of Southern farmers. 
Its 
extensive and deep root system enables 
it to withstand the long dry spells com- 
mon to the climate and also to gather 
nourishment from soils on which shal- 
low growing crops would starve. 
It 
responds readily to fertilizers, and on 
fair soils M'ill produce as large a yield 
of nutritive matter as almost any forage 
crop that can be grown. 
In the South 
two crops can bo grown in a season, and 
the growth is so luxuriant that all nox- 
ious weeds are choked out. 


As the result of analyses made at the 
South Carolina Experiment Station, the 
following favorable 
conclusions 
were 
drawn in regard to the cow pea: 1, For 
the production of a nitrogenous food in 
the shape of a forage crop the cow pea 
vines are almost without 
a rival. 
2. 
Although no-digestion experiments have 
as yet been made with it, there is every 
reason to believe that this crop is equal- 
ly as digestible as leguminous plants in 
general, 
3. On an acrc of 
ordinary 
land this crop will probably produce 
more digestible food than either oats or 
corn, 
4. The manure resulting from 
feeding this crop is of the highest value 
and should be carefully preserved and 
returned to the land. 


As the cow pea obtains a part of its 
nitrogen from the atmosphere 
and a 
part, together with some of its phos- 
phoric acid and potash from the sub- 
soils the large amount of these constit- 
uents left in its roots and 
stubble 
and 
dead 
leaves 
dropped 
by 
the 
plant tend to enrich instead of impover- 
ish the soil. 
In other words, its power 
of collecting and storing fertilizing ma- 
terials from sources beyond the reach of 
the cereals makes the cow pea a valuable 
remedial crop. 
In addition to all this it 
is thought more than probable that the 
shade pioduced by the luxuriant growth 
of this crop during the summer months, 
when nitrification is most active, greatly 


promoter the formation und storag« of 
nitrates in the soil. 


DARK OP CALVES IN WINTER. 


It is the common experience on many 
farms that young stock do not much 
more than hold their own from fall to 
spring. 
What growth they get is ob- 
tained on pasture, and, too commonly, 
this becomes appreciable only when they 
have entered upon their second summer. 
Calves should be kept growing during 
their first winter, for more than one rea- 
son. 
In the first place it is foolish to 
throw away the feed of a whole winter, 
and get no return for it. 
In addition to 
this, it is unquestionably true that calves 
raised for tho dairy are dwarfed in their 
prodxictivc powers, and their future use- 
fulness crippled, by the lack of carc and 
proper food for growth in their younger 
days. 
If it is profitable to raise calves at 
all, it is most profitable to keep them 
growing thriftily from the day of their 
birth until they reach maturity. 


There are three points that should be 
kept in mind during a calf's first winter. 
It should have dry, clean, and warm quar- 
ters to sleep iu. 
It should not have to 
drink large quantities of ice cold water. 
It should have an abundance 
of such 
food as will promote tho growth of bono 
and muscle. 
Pons are much better for 
calves during their first winter than stan- 
chions. 
They can be kept warmer iu this 
way, can have a better bed to sleep upon, 
and they will grow better if given a 
chance to move about without the fret- 
ting caused by restraint. 
When calves 
are watered but once a day, and 
then 
with very cold water, the whole system 
receives such a shock that grow» this out of 
the question. 
This must be realized by 
every one who has seen these little things 
shivering over a trough of ice water, 
from which their thirst has compelled 
them to drink greedily. 
If older stock 
must drink this, at least let a sufiicient 
quantity for tho calves be tempered by a 
kettle of hot water from the 
kitchen 
stove. 


Fine hay, of which a part should be 
clover, if possible, with a little bran 
and crushed oats, and an occasional feed 
of pulped roots will prove a desirable 
feed for calves at this time. 
They need 
no fattening foods, provided 
they are 
housed warmly, but plenty 
of the ele- 
ments that give growth. 
If skim milk 
cau be spared for them, it will give good 
returns in increased size and in the de- 
velopment of the heifers. 
It pays to 
keep the young things growing, for 
when growth ceases, not only is there 
uo interest on the investment, but the 
time spent in caring for them is lost 
also,—American 
Agriculturist, 


FARM A"ND GARDEN NOTES. 


It is poor policy to winter poor stock» 
Better see to covering the grape vines- 
Harvest and safely store or market all 
tender vegetables. 


Don't miss any meetings of Farmers* 
Clubs or Institutes, 


Don't wait too long before getting the 
raspberries and blackberries covered. 


Fresh set trees will be as well mulched 
as left exposed to all the rigors of a se- 
vere winter. 


It is not necessary to cover the straw- 
berry bed till the ground is frozen hard, 
then you can drive on it with the wagon; 
that will save time and work. 


If one potato would produce, when 
planted, but ten potatoes, in ten years 
the total product would be 10,000,000,- 
000, which would stock the whole world 
with seed. 


Do not leave the cabbages and turnips 
out too long. 
They will stand a moder- 
ate frost, but continual freezing and 
thawing will not improve their keeping 
qualities. 


Don't forget putting the beets, car- 
rots and parsnips (if you dig some in the 
fall) into soil in the cellar. 
If you have 
never tried it you cannot realize how 
how much better they keep. 


Some market gardeners say that it 
does not pay to stake tomato plants, but 
if fine, clean fruit pays, then staking 
should be adopted. 
Some of the finest 
fruit is to be seen from plants so treated. 


Cultivation and manuring 
of fruit 
trees, this late in the season, would in- 
duce a late growth which 
would 
not 
ripen well before freezing weather, and 
next winter would hardly fail to produce 
serious in]ur3^ 


**One of tlie best ways to make money 
IS to keep down tho expenses." 
But 
don't keep the expenses down so low 
that there is no return; that is feeding 
at a loss. 
Feed for growth or eggs, not 
for mere existence. 


In successful gardening 
one of the 
most important operations is frequent 
stirring of the surface. After every ram, 
just as soon as the ground is dry enough, 
the hoe or the steel garden rake should 
be brought into use. 


From 400 to 600 bushels of onions 
may be grown- to the acre, but when you 
arc figuring up the ])roliis, a New York 
onion grower suggests that you do not 
forget to take out the cost of about fifty 
loads of manure to the acre. 


Keep on culling; do not winter a 
single bird that you have no use for. 
Tho profits are all tho greater when the 
expenses are low. 
Therefore keep them 
down, by not feeding stock that you do 
not need or cannot make profitable. 


Why not have a flower show in your 
town or neighborhood? Take the school 
district, as the bounds for instance, and 
hold the exhibit in the school house. 
Try it and see if it does not pay in 
neijihborJy iriendlinciss, if nothinir x^ore.

Plants Servicpablo for Salads. 


M. Henri de Vilmorin, President ot 
the Botanical Society of France, recent- 
ly delivered a lecture on salads, which i-« 
full of hints for housewives. 
He began

salads, due to potash salts, which avt^ 
usually eliminated from vegetables in 
the process of cooking, and said that 
salad is even more desirable in winter 
than in summer, being a preventive t>i 
rheumatism and biliousness.

merated the following plants which an* 
used in France: 
The leaves of lettuce, 
corn-salad, common chioory, barbe do 
capucin, curled and Batavian endive-^,

a 
pleasant nutty flavor; Witloef, or Brus- 
sels chicory; the roots of celeriac, tu* 
round-rooted celery; the flowers of na^ 
turtium and vucca, the fruit of capsi 
cum and tomato, and in the South t»f 
France, rocket, picridium and Spani^ih 
onions. 
Various herbs are added to a 
French salad to flavor or garnish it, sui li 
as chervil, chives, shallot and borage.

lians are cannibals.

luxury than the flesh of a black man. 
There arc superstitious notions connected 
with cannibalism, and though they have 
no idols and no form of Divine worship, 
they seem to fear an evil being who seems 
to haunt them, 
but of whom their 
notions are very vague. 
Of a supreme 
good Being they have no conception 
whatever, nor do they believe in any ex- 
istence after death." 


The blacks do not like to eat white 
people, whose flesh, they say, has a salt 
taste; but the very thought of black 
human flesh, Avhich they call talgoro, 
makes their eyes sparkle, 
Tho natives 
do not, as a rule, eat persons of their 
own tribe, though there are instances to 
the contrary; the blacks south of the 
Gulf of Carpentaria, it is said, do not kill 
persons for the sake of eating them, but 
the women eat those wlio die a natural 
death; near Moreton Baj»-, also, the dead 
are eaten, and by their own relatives. 
The reason why the white man's flesh is 
held in disgust arises, apparently, from 
the fact of his eating 30 much salt beef.

SOUTH AMERICANS LLAMA. 


A STRANaE BtJT INDISPENSABLE 
LITTLE CREATURE. 


I t Has a Door's Body» Camel's Head. 


Slicop'fl "Wool, Mulcts Hoofs and 
Horse's Neiffti—Its Grcut Value, 


Ono who has never seen a llama can 
hardly form nii idea of how the strauge 
little creature looks, with the head of a 
camel, the body of a deer, the wool of a 
sheep, the hoofs of a mule and the neigh 
of a horse. 
It is found nowhere but in 
the Andes, and, says Fannie B. Ward 
in the Washington óYar, is the more in- 
teresting because it is the only native 
domesticated animal in South America, 
the ox, horse, sheep, hog and all othera 
\iseful to man having been brought 
originally from some other country. 
It 
ia the only beast of burden used in the 
higher altitudes, where mules and horses 
cannot eudure the thin air, as it alone is 
exempt from sirroche, its natural home 
being 0000 feet and upward. 
Though 
domesticated in Peru, Bolivia and Chili 
and not able to live below a certain ele- 
ration unless the Weather is very cold, 
great numbers of them run wild on the 
foot-hills and sandy plains of Patogenia, 
even near the level of the sea so far from 
the equator. 


A full grown llama is about the size of 
a year-old colt, standing from four to six 
feet high, and is covered with a long and 
surprismgly thick coat of wool, which, 
however, is seldom sheared, as the ani- 
mal is used only for purposes of trans- 
portation. 
Its usual color is muddy 
brown, while a few are li^ht yellow or 
nearly white. 
The Indians paint the 
latter with liquid dyes and very odd it 
looks to see a troop of them iu all the 
colors of the rainbow, red, blue, purple, 
pink and green, with gay tassels dangling 
from their ears. 
Many of the most valu- 
able mines of Peru and Bolivia could 
hardly be carried on without these hardy 
and sure-footed little animals, though 
not one of them can be made to bear more 
than a hundred pounds Aveight, while 
the average load of a mule is 3U0 pounds. 
On all the mountain roads leading from 
the mines hundreds of llamas may be 
seen with bags of barilla, as the pow- 
dered ore is called, fastened to pack 
saddles on their backs by ropes made 
from their own Wool, which the Indians 
pull, spin and weave as they walk along. 
Where the trails are dangerously narrow 
each troop is led by one having a bell 
attached to his neck, so that travelers 
coming from the other direction may be 
wnrned by the ringing to wait in some 
place where there is room enough to pass. 


None but Indians, shy as themselves 
and unhampered by the ways of civiliza- 
tion, can manage llamas, and white men 
never attempt it. If an ounce more than 
100 pounds be added to his burdtn the 
beast will lie down and refuse to stir 
until the surplus is removed, and when- 
ever he is tired, burden or no burden, he 
is bound to stretch out imtil well rested. 
Meanwhile the patient driver will halt 
all the rest of the flock and lie down too, 
wailing by the roadside until the refrac- 
tory animal is ready to move on. 
An 
Indian never strikes his llamas, the ut- 
most coercion he uses under any circum- 
stances being a gentle push. 
Indeed, 
lie takes better cave of them than he does 
of his own children; perhaps with good 
reason, since the four-footed animals are 
of more value commercially. 
The latter 
are worth alive about seven dollars 
apiece, but sell for more when dead, in 
the shape of hides, meat and tallo tv. The 
natives prefer llama flesh, after it has 
been frozen to any other kind of meat, 
and make great account of the tallow, 
which is called sabo, using it for many 
purposes. 


Male llamas only carry freight, the 
females being kept in corral for breeding 
purposes. 
Soon as the young male is 
ready to stand he is trained to bear bur- 
dens, and at two years old is put into an 
alquila, the usual drove of twenty ani- 
mals. 
To drive this number easily two 
persons are required. 
An Indian will 
take his alquila, with 100 pounds piled 
on the back of each, and, assisted by his 
wife and child, will drive them a distance 
of 150 miles in eighteen or twenty days. 
Por this service he charges at the rate of 
eighty cents per diem to each be^ist, 
Bolivian cents, worth about hiilf as much 
as ours. 
At this price he feeds himself ! 
anxl the animals and furnishes the neces- 
sary ropes, sacks and other equipments, 
reckoning forty cents a day for the llamas, 
twenty cents for the wear and tear of 
sacks and ropes and twenty cents for the 
food of himself and compañero. 
The 
sack in which ho carries grain, ore, etc., 
costs in the currency of the country $1.25, 
but will last for a long time. Under this 
contract he will sometimes make a jour- 
ney of two or three months'duration and 
and save money out of it. 


The llama subsists upon a mountain 
shrub or a species of tough, coarse grass 
mixed with the sand in which it grows, 
lie drinks almost no water and can 
travel without food for a week, if given 
a square meal at both ends of the jour- 
ney. 
If too well fed, ho is subject to a 
skin di sease, which invariably proves 
fatal. 
Some years ago, in 1857, I be- 
lieve, an ellort wag made to introduce 
llamas into the United States, but it 
could not bo cariied out, principally be- 
cause the food was too good for them. 
Seventy-two llamas were taken from 
Peru to New Yorli. 
Only thirty-eight 
of that number survived the sea voyage 
and those were wintered 
on a Long 
island farm—which certainly must have 
been cold enough for the most fastidious 
animal of the Andes. 
In the spring 
scarcely a dozen of these were left ulive j ^ 


these were sold to museums w d menu» 
geries and died at the Bret approach of 
warm weather. 


Llamas have a queer but eflective way 
of defending themselves wheu teased or 
made angry. 
Stamping the forefeet and 
turning suddenly upon the object of 
rage, they will eject between the teeth a 
pint or more of saliva, throwing it with 
great force a distance of several feet, 
The salftra produces a stinging sensation 
on the skin, and if it gets into the mouth 
or eyes or on any place wiiere the skin is 
broken violent inflammation is immediate- 
ly caused and deathly blood-poisuning has 
been known to ensue. 
Therefore, those 
who are acquainted with the peculiarities 
of the beast are very careful to keep on 
the right side of his temper and a re- 
spectful distance from his nose.

A Strike by the Executii>uer. 


•Senor Valentin, the public executioner 
of Havana, Cuba, has had bis claims for 
services rendered the city settled by the 
Treasury, and recently he acted in his 
ofllcial capacity in the city of Jovenlupes, 
assisting five murderers out of the world 
in the most approved style. 


The five condemned 
men were 
all 
executed between the hours of 6 and 8 
o'clock. 
There were some 20,000 per- 
sons present at the execution and great 
intertst was shown in the case, owing to 
the fact that the executioner recently re- 
fused to do any more work unless he was 
paid for previous services. 


The men were accubcd of committius: 
wholesale murders for the purpose of 
robbery, but as there was some doubt 
as to the actual guilt of at least two of 
them an appeal 
for commutation 
of 
sentence was made. 
The day before the 
execution Valencin had the scaffold and 
J garrote removed from Havana to Joven- 
lupes, 


When the scaffold and its grim furnish- 
ings were Jialf M'ay between the two 
citics the executioner announced the fact 
that unless he was paid in advance for 
his work there would be no execution 
tho following day,and the scaffold might 
remain in the middle of the road between 
Havana and Jovenlupes until the country 
people stole it, so far as tho executioner's 
personal efforts were concerned. 


The executioner was obstinate, and a 
hasty message to the Treasury Depart- 
ment of Havana resulted in the payinunt 
of 4sy5 to Valentin. 
The money was 
handed to him by a messenger. 
Tho 
progress of the scaffold and the garrote 
was then resumed, and the following day 
there were five iuneraU in Jovenlupw.

now TO GROW SAOE. 


To raise sage in perfection the ground 
should be very rich, with frequeut culti- 
vation that will keep itclearfrom weeds. 
The seeds can be obtained from almost 
any dealer who keeps an 
assortment. 
They should be sown quite early iu tho 
spring, and the young plants should be 
thinned out, so as to leave them stand- 
ing about fifteen inches apart. 
When 
once established, the sage beds will last 
from year to year, and the plants may be 
multiplied by dividing them. The leaves 
and tender shoots possess some medicinal 
qualities,but are mostly used for culinary 
purposes as a flavoring or dressing. They 
should be cut off as the plant begins to 
flower, and be dried in the shade.—

Aîii:HAL ODOR IN MILÎC. 


The influence of animal odor in milk 
upon butter is as delecterious as upon 
cheese. 
If the odor of new milk is car- 
ried into cream, and thence worked into 
butter—as it often is by cooling new 
milk too low and too suddenly—the but- 
ter has a modified flavor in consequence. 
The fine aromatic, and 
clear and de- 
licious taste of the oleine and its essen- 
tial oils, which are developed in butter 
from milk free from such odor, are ob- 
scured and modified so much as not to 
be recognized, and ii strong and indis- 
tinct flavor, as if something foreign and 
impure had been mingled with the but- 
ter, takes the place of the naturally 
agreeable taste. 
In like manner, butter 
made from milk which has become 
affected with odor from a feverish con- 
dition of the cows, or from carrying in 
closelv covered cans before the animal 
odor has escaped—takes on an unnatural, 
strong and 
unpleasant 
taste, 
and 
a 
greasy appearance, unless the odor is re- 
moved 
before the cream is raised.—

FEEDING GROUND GRAIN. 


Ground grain will give just as good 
results with poultry when it is mixed 
with bulky food as it will when it is 
mixed with water and fed. 
In fact, it 
is claimed that by adding it to some food 
(such as clover hay cut fine, and then 
scalded) better results will loe obtained 
from the use of ground grain, 
as the 
mixture of the whole is not so concen- 
trated. 
It is true, also, that hens can be 
as profitably fed on cut food and grain 
jis can cows, only that the food for the 
hens should be cut exceedingly fine—not 
exceeding half an inch in length. 
Any 
kind of hay is accepted by poultry, but 
clover seems most suitable. 
Poultry Avill 
also eat ensilage if it is cut fine enough. 
There is nothing »uperior for laying hens 
than cooked turnips or potatoes, to which 
ground grain is added. 
When grain is 
to be fed it will save time and labor to 
feed it unground, but there are also times 
when it is advantageous to allow ground 
gi-aiu, but it should alwa3's be given as 
an addition to cut food. 
If all the cut 
food is scalded before adding the grain, 
the entire mess will be improved and all 
classes of fowls will cat it readily.—Farm

GOOD -WORDS FOR THE COW PEA, 


The COW pea seems especially adapted 
to the wants of Southern farmers. 
Its 
extensive and deep root system enables 
it to withstand the long dry spells com- 
mon to the climate and also to gather 
nourishment from soils on which shal- 
low growing crops would 
starve. 
It 
responds readily to fertilizers, and on 
fair soils will produce as large a yield 
of nutritive matter as almost any forage 
crop that can be grown. 
In the South 
two crops can be grown in a season, and 
the growth is so luxuriant that all nox- 
ious weeds are choked out. 


As the result of analyses made at the 
South Carolina Experiment Station, the 
following favorable 
conclusions 
were 
drawn in regard to the cow pea: 1. For 
the production of a nitrogenous food in 
the shape of a forage crop the cow pea 
vines are almost without a rival. 
2. 
Although no-digestion experiments have 
as yet been made with it, there is every 
reason to believe that this crop is equal- 
ly as digestible as leguminous plants in 
general, 
3, On an acrc of 
ordinary 
land this crop will probably 
produce 
more digestible food than either oats or 
corn, 
4. The manure resulting from 
feeding this crop is of the highest value 
and should be carefully preserved and 
returned to the land. 


As the cow pea obtains a part of its 
nitrogen from the atmosphere and a 
part, together with some of its phos- 
phoric acid and potash from the sub- 
soils the large amount of these constit- 
uents left in itß roots and 
stubble 
and 
dead 
leaves 
dropped 
by 
the 
plant tend to enrich instead of impover- 
ish the soil. 
In other words, its power 
of collecting and storing fertilizing ma- 
terials from sources beyond the reach of 
the cereals makes the cow pea a valuable 
remedial crop. 
In addition to all this it 
is thought more than probable that the 
shade pioduced by the luxuriant growth 
of this crop during the summer months, 
when nitrification is most active, greatly 


if. 


promotrjt the formation and storage of 
nitrates in tho soil* 


CARK or CALVES IN WINTKH, 


It is the common experience on many 
farms that young stock do not much 
more than hold their own from fall to 
spring. 
What growth they got is ob- 
tained on pasture, and, too commonly, 
this becomes appreciable only wheu they 
have entered upon their second summer. 
Calves should be kept growing during 
their first winter, for more than one rea- 
son. 
In the first place it is foolish to 
throw away the feed of a whole winter, 
and got no return for it. 
In addition to 
this, it is unquestionably true that calves 
raised for the dairy are dwarfed in their 
productive powers, and their future use- 
fulness crippled, by the lack of care and 
proper food for growth in their younger 
days. 
If it is profitable to raise calves at 
all, it is most profitable to keep thom 
growing thriftily from the day of their 
birth until they reach maturity. 


There are three points that should bo 
kept in mind during a calf^s first winter. 
It should have dry, clean, and warm quar- 
ters to sleep iu. 
It should not have to 
drink large quantities of ice cold water. 
It should have an abundance 
of such 
food as will promote the growth of bone 
and muscle. 
Pens are much better for 
calves during their first winter than stan- 
chions. 
They can be kept warmer in this 
way, can have a better bed to sleep upon, 
and they will grow better if given a 
chance to move about without the fret- 
ting caused by restraint. 
When calves 
are watered but once a day, and 
then 
with very cold water, the whole system 
receives such a shock that grow this out of 
the question. 
This must be realized by 
every one who has seen these little things 
shivering over a trough of ice water, 
from which their thirst has compelled 
them to drink greedily. 
If older stock 
must drink this, at least let a suflicient 
quantity for the calves be tempered by a 
kettle of hot water from the 
kitchen 
stove. 


Fine hay, of which a part should be 
clover, if possible, with a little bran 
and crushed oats, and an occasional feed 
of pulped roots will prove a 
desirable 
feed for calves at this time. 
They need 
no fattening foods, provided 
they are 
housed warmly, but plenty of the ele- 
ments that give growth. 
If skim milk 
can be spared for them, it will give good 
returns in increased size and in the de- 
velopment of the heifers. 
It pays to 
keep the young things growing, for 
when growth ceases, not only is there 
no interest on the investment, but the 
time spent in caring for them is lost 
also.—American 
AgricultiirisC, 


FARM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


It is poor policy to winter poor stock» 
Better see to covering the grape vines. 
Harvest and safely store or market all 
tender vegetables. 


Don't miss any meetings of Farmers' 
Clubs or Institutes. 


Don't wait too long before getting the 
raspberries and blackberries covered. 


Fresh set trees will be as well mulched 
as left exposed to all the rigors of a se- 
vere wijiter. 


It is not necessary to cover the straw- 
berry bed till the ground is frozen hard, 
then you can drive on it with the wa^on; 
that will save time and work. 


If one potato would produce, when 
planted, but ten potatoes, in ten years 
the total product would be 10,000,000,- 
000, which would stock the whole world 
with seed. 


Do not leave the cabbages and turnips 
out too long. 
They will stand a moder- 
ate frost, but continual freezing and 
thawing will not improve their keeping 
qualities. 


Don't forget putting the beets, car- 
rots and parsnips (if you dig some in tlie 
fall) into soil in the cellar. 
If you have 
never tried it you cannot realize how 
how much better they keep. 


Some market gardeners say that it 
does not pay to stake tomato plants, but 
if fine, clean fruit pays, then staking 
should be adopted. 
iSome of the finest 
fruit is to be seen from plants so treated. 


Cultivation 
and manuring of fruit 
trees, this late in the season, would in- 
duce a late growth which 
would 
not 
ripen well before freezing weather, and 
next winter would hardly fail to produce 
serious injur3\ 


**One of tlie best ways to make money 
IS to keep down the expenses." 
But 
don't keep the expenses down so low 
that there is no return; that is feeding 
at a loss. 
Feed for growth or eggs, not 
for mere existence. 


In successful gardening 
one of the 
most important operations is frequent 
stirring of the surface. After every ram, 
just as soon as the ground is dry enough, 
the hoe or the steel garden rake should 
be brought into use. 


From 400 to 600 bushels of onions 
may be grown-to the acre, but when you 
are figuring up the ])roiits, a New York 
onion grower suggests that you do not 
forget to take out tho cost of about fifty 
loads of manure to the acre. 


Keep on culling; do not winter a 
single bird that you have no use for. 
The profits are all the greater when the 
expenses are low. 
Therefore keep them 
down, by not feeding stock that you do 
not need or cannot make profitable. 


Why not have a flower show in your 
town or neighborhood? Take the school 
district, as the bounds for instance, and 
hold the exhibit in the school house. 
Try it and see if it does not pay iu 
neiuhborly irieudliness, if nothina: more. 


Tho Trro Whit^^homw Wfttclimen. 
These two watchers are among tho 
oldest employes of tho White House at 
Washington, and ono of thom is closely 
associated, in a humble way, with one of 
the most exciting periods in its history^ 
W. S. Lewis was one of the White IIouso 
doorkeepers in the time ot Lincoln, and 
each night, 
between 10 :S0 and 
11 
o'clock during the war period, ho acted 
as tho escort of the President when he 
went from the Executive Älansion to tho 
War Department to get tho latest news 
of the conflict betöre goiug to bed. 
Lewis loft tho White House and went on 
the city police force, where he remainctl 
for mauy years. 
About twelve ycara 
became back to tho White House service, 
where ho has been ever since. 
T. 
F. 
Pendel, tho other night doorkeeper, has 
been employed iu the White House for 
twenty-six years. 
These two men know 
the face of every man of prominence in 
public life, and they can spot a crank at 
the other end of the avenue by gaslight. 
They open any telegrams which come to 
the Executive Mansion after midnight, 
and determine whether it is advisable to 
to show them to tho President or not. 
There is no ono at tho Executive [Man- 
sion at night who can act for tho Presi- 
dent. 
Only the members of his family 
and the domestic employes of his house- 
hold sleep at the White House. 
So if 
anything demanding immediate attention 
should be delivered at the Executive 
Mansion after midnight, the Presidoit 
would be aroused from his sleep to at- 
tend to it.

Plants Serviceable for Salads. 


M. Henri de Vilmorin, President ot 
the Botanical Society of France, recent* 
ly delivered a lecture on salads, which i-« 
full of hints for housewives. 
Ho began 
by speaking of the nutritive value i»f 
salads, due to potash salts, which art» 
usually eliminated from vegetables in 
the process of cooking, and said that 
salad is even more desirable in winter 
than in summer, being a preventive <>t 
rheumatism and biliousness. 
He enu 
merated the following plants which art' 
used in France: 
The leaves of lettuce. 
corn-salad, common chioory, barbe tic 
capucin, curled and Balavian endive-^,

part of the crown, while the enamel is 
deposited by an independent process. 
The surface of the crown attains its 
full size before the process of elonga- 
tion commences. 
Then gradually it 


pushes its way outward through the 
gum, absorbing its tissue as it advances 
till the pure white enamel peeps out, to 
the mother's great delight. 


The process of '"teething"' is invari- 


ably one of disturbance, especially if 
the outer membrane or skin of the gum 


i proves tenacions. 
In this case it 


should be lanced—an operation which 
is humane, in that ifc relieves the dis- 
comfort of the child, and is entirely 
harmless, as there is seldom any 
hemorrhage worth the name, and if 
there should be a slight flow of blood 
it readilj yields to simple treatment. 
TJte application of a dust of powdered 
alum is usually sufficient.

DOESG TT K £SE LACE. 


To <nve a slight firmness to the fabric 
as starch must never be used—the least 


bit of arable water or a lump of sugar 
-will, if added to the rinsing water, im- 
part the required consistency. Handsome 
Lace aught never to be plunged into hot 
suds, but folded over and over, dipped 
lightly into soft water into which has 
been "dissolved a small piece of white 
castilesoap and a pinch of borax.the lace 
squeezed hard again and again until per- 
fectly clean, then dipped again into hot 
soft water. Lace should never be ironed, 
but taken carefully in the hands, the 
damp edges and meshes drawn perfectly 
into shape, then pressed under a heavy 
weight for several hours between ^the 
folds of a piece of soft muslin.—Brooklyn 
Citizen.

Stewed Potatoes—^PeeL tlie four 


toes and. cut them into dice; throw them 
into boiling -water and boil ten minutes; 
drain, turn them into a heated dish. Put 
one ounce of butter Into a saucepan ;when 
melted add a tafalespoonful of flour; mis 
until smooth; add the half pint of milk;

Wash the rice, add 
it to the mutton, then peel the tomatoes,- 
cut them into pieces, and add them also, 
add a teaspoonful of salt, a dash of pep- 
per, cover the kettle, and simmer slowly 
for thirty-five or forty minutes.

out peeling it, cut it in halves, bake it 
until it is tender enough to pierce with a 
fork, then scoop it from the rind, mash 
it, mix it with a cupful of butter, even 
tablespoonfut of salt, even teaspoonful of 
pepper and enough bread crumbs to make 
it the consistency of poultry stuffing; 
put this mixture into the scooped-out 
rinds, put them again in the oven,brown 
the surface and then serve, laying the 
two stuffed rinds .upon a hot dish.

Far through all tho civilizod world 
stretcliGs the fame of 
Strassburg*« 
wonderful clock* 
This clock, which is 
the socond one of its kind put up in 
Strassburg, was built in 1842, tho first 
one, built in 1573, having fallen into 
decay* 
It atandfl in the south traoR^pt 
of Straflsburg Cathedral, and is fifty 
feet in height by thirty in width. 
It 
contains some of tho mechaniam of the 
old clock, but is not an exact copy 
of it. 


Tourists crowd tho transept, in or- 
der fo spe tho automaton procession, 
afc the hour of noon. 
As the 
clock 
strikes twelve tho cock flaps his ^vinga 
and, with apparent effort, gives a fee- 
ble, hoarse 
( it must be confessed ), 
ridiculous crow. 
Then tho procession 
begins. 
The apostles are waiting at 
the door to the left of the upper plat- 
form, one by one they cross the stage, 
jmuse before tho figure of Christ, bow 
in a jerky fashion, receive the blessing 
of the uplifted hand, and pass out at 
tho other side of the platform. 
The 
second effort of tho cock takes place 
ore the procession is half over, the 
third M'hen the last apostle has disap- 
peared from view. 
The central fig- 
ure on tho lower platform holds the 
bells in balance. 
Automatic 
figures 
appear 
every 
fifteen 
minutes, 
and 
cross the stage to strike the hour. 
A 
youth is seen at the quarter, a man 
at the half-hour, while the figure of 
time with his scythe strikes the full 
hour. 


The clock also tells the times and 
seasons 
of 
ecclesiastical events, 
so 
far as they are associated with astro- 
nomical phenomena, the phases of the 
moon, and the equation of time, There 
is also a celestial circle, or orrery, that 
shows tho motions of the 
heavenly 
bodies.

The development of teeth germs, from 
infancy to mature life, is one of 
the 
most 
interesting 
phases 
of 
human 
growth. 
Pass the finger along the tiny 
jaw of the newcomen 
JSot only is there 
nothing which pressages future teeth, 
but the jaws themselves seem too deli- 
cate and frail to become the sockets for 
such hard-working 
portions 
of 
tho 
anatomy. 
Yet we are assured by a 
writer in tlie Pittsburgh Dispatch 
that 
there are fifty-two teeth germs hidden 
there. 
Twenty of those are for the 
temporary teeth, with which, in 
due 
time, the child will begin to gnaw or 
chew his way through life; the others 
include the permanent set and tho 
molars, none of which begin to make 
their presence known until the child is 
six years old, and the "wisdom" teeth 
do not usually api^ear until about 
the 
age of eighteen. 


The little pulp germ grows jynd de- 
velops till it approximates the snape of 
the tooth it is to become; then it be- 
gins to calcify, forming the dentine 
part of the crown, while the enamel is 
deposited by an independent process. 
The surface of the crown attains its 
full size before the process of elonga* 
tion commences. 
Then gradually it 
pushes its way outward through tho 
gum, absorbing its tissue as it advances 
till the pure white enamel peeps out, to 
the mother's great delight. 


The process of '^teething" is invari- 
ably one of disturbance, especially if 
the outer membrane or skin of the gum 
proves 
tenacious. 
In this case 
it 
should be lanced—an operation which 
is humane, in that it relieves the dis- 
comfort of the child, and is entirely 
harmless, 
as there 
is 
seldom 
any 
hemorrhage worth the name, and if 
there should be a slight flow of blood 
it readily yields to simple treatment. 
Tlió application of a dust of powdered 
alum is usually suflioient,

been dissolved a smaH piece of white 
castilosoap and a pinch of borax,tho lace 
squeezed hard again and again until per- 
fectly clean, then dipped again into hot 
soft water. Lace should never be ironed, 
but taken carefully iu the hands, the 
damp edges and meshes drawu perfectly 
into shape, then pressed under a heavy 
weight for several hours between the 
folds of apiece of soft muslin.—Brooldyn 
Giiizciu 


SOFA cx'snroxs. 


Very larr^c sofa cushions arc now in 
the height'of fashion,stuffed with down, 
and covered with embroidered black or 
colored satiu, or with Turkey 
twill, 
worked in scattered small designs with 
coarse crcam nourishing thread. 
The 
•width of the satin is that of tho cushion, 
and the length averages from three-quar- 
ters of a yard to one and a quarter yards. 
Many cushions are stulTedwith the down 
of two ordinary sized ones taken to 
pieces and well shaken up, or with a dis- 
carded eider-down quilt. There is a frill 
of folded soft silk all round of about four 
inches iu depth. 


For instance, if a cushion is worked m 
a contrasting color to the foundatiou,£he 
frill matches the embroidery., Black 
satin, with light terra cotta; and olive 
green, with a darker shade, arc favorite 
mixtures. 
Some dinner-table centres of 
brocade are square, but have a length of 
soft silk, puton rather full, at each end, 
which lies down the rest of the table, 
terminating where the dish is placed. 
Sometimes this lensith is puffed up, ac- 
cording to fancy. 
The sides of the bro- 
cade square are finished off with a silk 
cord. 
The brocade table covers, with 
frill of soft silk, are pretty on small 
tables about a room.—New

niNTS FKOM A FAMOUS MA^'ICURE. 
The care of the hands and nails should 
form a very important part of every one's 
toilet. 
By spending a little time every 
day it is possible to keep them in nice 
order. 
The popular method of treating 
the nails is all Avrong. 
Steel should 
never be used beneath the nail or on the 
tender skiu surrounding 
it. 
Small, 
pointed instruments of tortoise shell or 
ivory should be used to clean the nails. 
The nippers specially prepared for cut- 
ting aud the file for smoothing and 
shaping arc the only steel utensils al- 
lowable. 
At first It may be necessary,^ 
with sharp scissors, to clip off loose bits of 
skin or troublesome hang-nails, but if the 
proper care is taken and the proper plan 
pursued one can soon dispense with even 
these. 
Every day rub well into the liesh 
around the nails some salve. 
Then with 
warm water, soap and a soft linen cloth 
remove all grease, gently pressing back 
the skin aud w^orking oif the cuticle 
which adheres to the nail, and in some 
cases obliterates the half-moon. 
Polish- 
ing powder should be used but once a 
week, as its tendency is to dry the skin 
and make it liable to crack. 
The best 
polisher is the.outer edge of one's palm. 
If the nails arc well cared for, a hand, 
even if far from beautiful in shape, will 
always look well. 
We arc indebted for 
thsse hints to one of the most celebrated 
manicures in Paris, and, if followed, the 
results will be invariably successful.— 
New York World, 


31ECIPES. 


Stewed Potatoes—Peel the four pota; 
toes and cut them into dice; throw^ them 
into boiling water aud boil ten minutes; 
drain, turn them into a heated dish. Put 
one ounce of butter into a saucepan iwhen 
melted add a tablespoonful of flour; mix 
until smooth; add the half pint of milk; 
stir continually until it boils; add a half 
teaspoonful of salt, a dash of pepper and 
pour over the potatoes. 


Sugar Gingerbread—Take two pounds 
of brown sugar, dry, put it in three 
quarts of Hour, add a cupful of powdered 
ginger and sift the mixture. 
Wash tlie 
salt out of a pound of butter and cream 
it, have twelve eggs well beaten; work 
into the butter, lirst tho mixture, then 
the froth from tho eggs until all are iu, 
and it is quite light; butter shallow 
molds, put it in and bake quickly. 


Pilaff of Mutton—Cut tho mutton into 
small pieces, put it into a kettle with one 
and a half quarts of water, a tablespoon- 
ful of chopped onion, cover and simmer 
gently for one hour. 
Wash the rice, uud 
it to the mutton, then peel tho tomatoes, 
cut them into pieces, aud add them also, 
add u teaspoonful of salt, a dash of pep- 
per, cover the kettle, and simmer slowly 
for thirty-five or fofty minutes. 
Serve 
with the meat in the middle of the dish, 
aud the rice over and around it. 


Baked Squash—Wash the squash with- 
out peeling it, cut it in halves, bake it 
until it is tender enough to pierce with a 
fork, then scoop it from the rind, mash 
it, mix it with a cupful of butter, even 
tablespoonful of salt, even teaspoonful of 
pepper and enough bread crumbs to make 
it the consistency of poultry stuffing; 
put this mixture into the suoopod-out 
rinds, put them again in the oven,brown 
tho surface and then servo, laying the 
two stuffed rinds upon a hot dish,
